Attorney Charge 


An explanation concerning the ap- 


pointment of local attorney Donald 
Nicholson to represent the defendant in a 
murder trial was issued to The Cor- 
sicana Sun today by 13th District Court 
Judge James C. Sewell. 


The district judge's comments are in 


reply to assertions by Nicholson in a 
Daily Sun newspaper article Wed- 
nesday, saying he could not and would 
not accept the responsibility of defen- 
ding Rios or any person to be tried for a 
death penalty offense before Judge 
Sewell at this time due to the political 
race now in progress. Nicholson is 
Sewell's opponent in the race for the 13th 
District judge seat. 


Judge Sewell defended the ap- 


pointment with the following comments- 


"It has come to my attention that an 


article appeared in The Corsicana Daily 
Sun on March 8, 1972, relative to the 
appointment of a lawyer to represent a 
certain defendant in the district court 
here in Navarro County. I wish to advise 
the public and all concerned that a list of 
attorneys is maintained and kept by the 
district attorney, and those indigent 
people charged with crimes in Navarro 
County and who swear to the Court that 
they are unable to hire counsel are 
appointed a lawyer from the list kept by 
the district attorney. These ap- 
pointments are made in rotation and in 
each instance the name of the attorney 
comes up, he is given the case before the 
court in his due order. 


"No lawyer is selected at random to 


take any case, but all are treated alike, 
irrespective of the case or who the 
lawyer might be. These appointments 
are made in open court, at which time 
the newspaper and other media secure 
this information and publish it if they see 
fit. 


"Also, subsequently order is prepared 


under the Court's direction, a copy of 
which is sent to the attorney involved. 
Tliis explains the reason why sometimes 
the matter appears in the newspaper 
prior to the attorney receiving notice of 
the appointment. 


"In reference to this particular case, 


no action has been taken other than 
appointment of the attorney, which was 
done in due order as all other ap- 
pointments are made."

Manager Reorganizes 


Department

An organization chart proposed by 


new City Manager Jack Russell to 
consolidate some 13 heads of depart- 
ments into six positions of managerial 
responsibility to streamline efficiency 
was approved by the City Commission 
Tuesday. 


It would create two new positions, a 


Director of Public Works and a Director 
of Finance, and Manager Russell said he 
would like to have a salary of $1,000 a 
month as this is "what it will take to get 
the type of people well need." 


Manager Russell said he feels if 


Corsicana 
had 
only six heads of 


departments instead of the present 13 it 
would be easier for him to coordinate 
city activities and personnel and also 
coordinate and achieve better utilization 
of city equipment. 


Under the organization chart he 


proposed, there would be no change in 
the police and fire departments. In the 
' finance department, he recommended 


hiring a professional director of finance 
and personnel who will be in charge of 
some 19 activities and services.

proposes hiring a professional as 
director of public works who would be in 
charge of 17 areas such as street and

The city manager said this wouldn't

Under the policy, it was clarified to the 


Commissioners, Corsicana already has 
a policy that doesn't leave it solely on the 
department head's shoulders. 
This 


policy entails the employe asking to 
continue, and his department head 
passing this on to the city manager, and 
a decision by him, unless he wants to 
submit it to the Commission, or the 
Commission wants to have a final say. 


With that clarification put forth, 


Commissioners Scott and Carlock 
agreed "all we got to do is enforce our 
present policy." 


Manager Russell, at that point, ad- 


vised he will review the list of 15 em- 
ployes 65 and over, consult 
their 


department heads as to the state of the 
employes health and capability to 
continue, and report back. 


Carlock said if it was decided to retire 


any employe 65 and over that "I think we 
ought to give them fair notice of say 90 
days or so." 


Manager Russell agreed reasonable 


notice should be given. He said he didn't 
feel adoption of the organizational 
structure charge should be contingent 
upon an employe retiring at 65, although 
this would reduce costs immediately, 
they would still need the organizational 
revampment to bring about increased 
efficiency.

Set OEO Talks 
The Austin Bureau of the The Daily 


Sun learned at presstime today that the 
Navarro county commissioners Court is 
scheduled to meet with Robert Watts, 
head of the Techrlcal Assistance and 
Training Branch of the Texas Office of 
Economic Opportunity in Austin at 2 
p.m. today. 


No specific topic of discussion was 


announced, but it was thought the 
meeting will concern the same matters 
as those broached in the Monday night 
public hearing at NJC auditorium at 
which more than 400 persons turned out 
to give overwhelming support to the 
Navarro County Action Committee and 


lit 


utility accounts. 


Corsicana went to computerized 


billing contracting more than a year ago 
with University Computer Co. At the 
time, it was envisioned that it would 
streamline efficiency in billing and 
collecting, and enable Corsicana to 
reduce its water department clerical 
force by two people. 


Ronnie Slater, chief of collections and 


accounts, reiterated to the Commission 
the computer company has not been able 
to deliver the service it promised it 
would when the contract was made, and 
advised that the service, at a cost of 
more than $1,000 monthly, had not made 
it possible to reduce the office force by 
more than one employe. 


When Mayor Sue Youngblood asked if 


the Commission wouldn't have to take 
bids on posting and billing machines, not 
just accept quotations Russell already 
had obtained, the city manager said the 
city, in effect, had taken bids. Manager 
Russell said Corsicana had taken bids 
when it sought 
quotation 
from 


Burroughs, which he contends "have by 
far the best machines that will do the 
best job for what Corsicana needs", that 
the city had taken bids in effect when it 
contacted other service bureaus on what 
they would charge if Corsicana were to 
switch to another firm. 
. 
Commissioners asked Slater if a local 


computer service company in Corsicana 
had been contacted and Slater replied he 
and former City Manager Bob Brock- 
man had approached them and the local 
firm fees would "run a nickel an account 
more than we are now paying". 


Acknowledging she had been con- 


vinced that the best course appeared for 
the city to have its own posting and 
billing machines, Mayor Youngbl 
said she was still concerned that they 
should take bids and would entertain a 
motion to that effect. 
Commissioner 


John Carlock's motion to authorize City 
Manager Russell to advertise for bids 
drew unanimous approval. 


The Commission agreed that it would 


stand by a decision it had made late in 
1971 when it accepted the recom- 
mendation 
from 
the 
Board of 


Equalization to use 100 per cent of values 
for 1972 ad valoreum property tax 
valuations. 


Manager Russell said he had put this 


on the agenda for his own background 
information and because City Tax 
Assessor-Collector Charles Pugh wanted 
clarification. 
Pugh recalled he had 


discussed this with former Manager 
Brockman and at least two Com- 
missioners. 


"We feel like it would be more flexible 


if we used a ratio, a percentage of values 
for assessed valuations," Pugh said, 
adding "We are going to have to be 
pretty good appraisers (in the tax office) 
if we have to go to 100 per cent". Pugh 
expressed belief that if Corsicana went 
to 100 per cent, this would necessitate his 
office having to appraise every piece of 
property in the city to arrive at what that 
value would be, and also this practice 
would deny owners the opportunity to 
appeal to the Board of Equalization. 


City Attorney Don Pevehouse and 


Commissioners told him this was not the 
case. Manager Russell acknowledged 
that the city has to notify all property 
owners when their assessment is raised, 
but the city doesn't have to notify owners 
individually when the municipality 
raises the tax rate. 


"We just wanted you (the Com- 


mission) to be aware," Manager Russell 
stated, "that every property owner 
would have to be notified of the 100 per 


regarding the audit. Woolard noted at 
the out set there had been some changes 
in the audit format -"in how we put it 
together" in working with City 
Secretary Nelda Neal to conform to 
standards of public financial reporting 
as promulgated by the Municipal 
Finance Officers Association. Woolard 
said this didn't entail any changes in how 
the city handled its booking, but was 
done so the city and MFOA could make 
a. comparison for their purposes. 


Woolard said he had brought along a 


copy of the 1970 audit for comparison 
purposes and would point out that the 
general fund revenues for 1970 were 
$995,000 compared to $1,182,000 for the 
fiscal year ending Sept. 30, 1971, with the 
city sales tax being the major factor in 
this increase in revenue. By the same 
comparison, he noted general 
fund 


expenditures for 1970 were $1,000,057, 
while for 1971 they were $1,173,000. 


While expenditures were up by about 


12 per cent, Wollard said the en- 
couraging thing was that actual 
revenues amounted to $182,018 when 
they had been estimated to be $1,054,600, 
and this had made possible an unap- 
propriated surplus of $80,892 instead of 
an anticipated deficit of $15,464. 


The accountant pointed out that there 


are some old balances on the books for 
dead animals, street signs, etc., and it 
these were uncollectible accounts, in the 
auditing firm's opinion they should be 
written off so that the bookkeeping 
department and auditors wouldn't have 
to keep track of them year after year. If 
the old miscellaneous accounts are 
collectible, and 
the statutes of 


limitations haven't run, then Wollard 
said they should be collected. 


Manager Russell noted that Corsicana 


has applied for a federal aid grant for 
improvements to its disposal plant and 
will have to make expenditures not set 
up in this year's budget that eventually 
can be charged against the grant the city 
anticipates receiving. He asked Wollard 
how this should be handled. The auditor 
answered the city could establish a 
deferred account to keep track of such 
transactions.
